HE following DRY the reſult of

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The air we breathe has a great effect 
upon our bodies; we may exiſt much 
longer withour food than without air; it 
is therefore of the utmoſt conſequence, 
in all our inveſtigations of diſeaſes, to 
enquire very minutely into the ſtate of 

the air, ſince we may probably have 
more occaſion to recommend a change 
of it, chan of our diet, which we ſome- 
times conſider as the immediate cauſe of 
our indiſpoſitions, when, in real fact, it 
ariſes from a fault in the air. 


The ſeafons in our climate vary o 
much and ſo ſuddenly, that it requires 
our greateſt attention, how to guard 
againſt them, in our care of outward 
cloathing, and in our proper regard to 
the non-naturals. North and north-eaſt 
winds are eſteemed bracing and healthy; 
yet, to the valetudinarian, ſouth and 
ſouth-weſt winds are much more comfort- 
able: dry feaſons are more healthy than 
the wet: we eat more and digeſt better 
in winter than 1 in ſummer. The ſeaſons

When we are too immoderate in our

This not only ren- 
ders it a palatable, but a very defireable 
breakfaſt, —Coffee ſtrengthens the ſto- 
mach; tea, on the contrary, relaxes it.

HE nervous euer Aiffers fot face 
from the inflammatory, and may 
be diſtinguiſhed by a pale and deſpon- 
dent look, great laſſitude and wearineſs 
all over the body, A ſighing, amazing 
anxiety and dejection of ſpirits, loathing 
of food, a white tongue with a browniſh 
or yellow liſt running along the middle 
of it, ſometimes it is extremely red; dry 

lips, nauſea, difficult breathing; a low, 
quick, and unequal pulſe; pale, limpid 
_ urine; with a dull ſenſe of pain and cold- 
neſs in the back 1 of the head, and 
drowſineſs. 


A more generous diet than is allowed 


in inflammatory fevers, with a freer uſe 


of wine whey, takes place here.

It is of much conſequence in this fever 
to keep the patient in bed, and to drink 
freely, yet not ſo as to ſweat too pro- 
fuſely; which in theſe fevers is not only 
very improper, but extremely hurtful, 
and might often prove of fatal conſe- 
quence. : 

Many unhappy effects ariſe from « % 
cold here; alſo in child- bed caſes, where 
they die W on getting out of bed 
too early—Bliſtering too ſoon in theſe 


| fevers is hurtful. 


Warm antiſeptic drinks to ſupport na- 
ture is of the utmoſt conſequence through- 
out, eſpecially in ſummer ; and in great 
weakneſs nothing exploits light mutton 
| broth or beef tea, as it is called. If pains 
come on like the ' colic, bleeding and 
evacuations are injurious ; for in gene- 
ral, ſuch pains are ſpaſmodic, and yield 
to cordials and ſmall doſes of anodynes.

N intermitting fever is known by a 
. A head-ach, laſſitude, ſmall, quick, and 
weak pulſe, pain in the back, rigor, ſhi- 
vering, yawning, and ſtretching; by a nau- 
ſea with an inclination to vomit, a quick- 
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neſs of breathing, the urine crude, thin, | 


and diaphanous, without any ſediment; 


_ theſe ſymptoms abating a little, are ſuc- 


ceeded by profuſe ſweats, which termi- 
nate the fever for that time.—On the next 
day the patient is feeble and cold, his 
urine turbid, and lets fall a copious ſedi- 
ment of the lateritious or brick-duſt kind. 


It is called a Quartan, when the pa- | 
tient is two days free from the fever; 
and this is more difficult to cure than a 
tertian or quotidian, which is often 


cured by 36 of good bark. Quartans fre- 
quently extend from Autumn to Spring. 
Sydenham obſerves, that a tertian will 


naturally and critically be determined in 


336 hours, which makes 14 days; the time 
in which common fevers are critically 


determined, when regularly conducted. |

freſhed by it: the pulſe is languid, flow, 
{mall, and unequal, with great oppreſſion 
of the præcordia, vomiting, tinnitus aurium, 
ſubſultus tendinum, deliria, coma, black dry | 
tongue, and thin crude urine. On the 
fourth, fifth, and ſeventh day petechiæ often 
appear without relief, Which are rather 3 
ſymptomatical than critical. 
Some epidemic fevers are originally 
putrid; others, from common cauſes ariſ- i 
ing, degenerate, by continuing beyond a 3 
certain time, into a putrid ſtate, eſpecially i 
where bilious humours prevail. 
All food muſt be avoided here that has 
Tar a tendency to n. plentiful di-

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lution with ſmall red wine, old hock, and 
orange-Juice, whey, barley-water, &c. with 
a very free uſe of acids will be proper. 

Bleeding in general is hurtful in theſe 
fevers, unleſs indicated * the conſtitu- 
tion.

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The danger of this diſeaſe is eſtimat- 
ed, in general, by the number and nature 
of the puſtules, and chiefly on the face; 

alſo, by the manner of their coming | 

out; the more ſlow and regular their ap- 
pearance, the more univerſal will be the | 
ſeparation of the variolous matter.

Where it is fatal, the patient generally

ations. But if ſuch ſhould ariſe from too 

ſevere purging in tender habits, or ſhould

Of the SMALL-Pox by IN0CULATION. 


Noculation is the happieſt method 
of communicating this diſeaſe : it 
requires preparation and diſcretion, not- 
withſtanding the great ſucceſs that has 
attended it. The patients ſhould be 
ſound and healthy, at leaſt free from 
acrimonious humours. 

The beſt age is from two years, as the 
proportion of children dying before that 
period (near two out of three) ſhews 
how much they are liable to diſeaſes of 
other kinds. Indeed very young chil- 
dren are ſubject to have a great number 
of puſtules, which always indicates 
anger. | | 
As to the ſeaſons for n there 
is no reaſonable objection to be made to 
any, unleſs ſome epidemic ſtate of the 
air prevails. 

As to the preparation, the great point 
lies in reducing the patient who is in high 
health, and to ſtrengthen the weak; alſo 
to clear the bowels from all tes In 

order 
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order to effect this, it is proper to ab- 


ſtain from all animal food, broths, but- 
ter, cheeſe, eggs, ſpices, and fermented 
uquors; and enter upon a diet of pud- 
dings, gruel, ſago, milk, rice, fruit, greens, 
potatoes, and all vegetables; with the 
uſe of tea, coffee, and chocolate. This 
courſe is to be purſued for a week or ten 
days; during which time they are to 
take three preparative pills; or it may 
be made into a powder, and taken in 
currant jelly or ſyrup, going to reſt; and 
che next morning purged off with a 
doſe of Glauber's falt diſſolved in e; 
Water, or water-gruel. 

W The firſt doſe ſhould be given at the 
entrance on this courſe; the ſecond, three 


or four days after; and the third, the 
eighth or ninth day; and the inoculation

calomel, and crabs claws, of each eight 
grains, and one cighth part of a grain of 
emetic tartar.

ſtitution muſt the doſe be regulated. |

Ml 
As to the infection, the patient ſhould WW 
be in the ſame houſe with one who has 
the diſeaſe. A little of the matter is 
taken from the place of inſertion, if the 

patient is under inoculation, or from a 
_ crude puſtule (to chuſe) if in the natural 
way, on the point of a lancet, With this 
lancet an inciſion is made in that part of 
the arm where iſſues are made, deep 
enough to paſs through the ſcarf-ſkin, 
and juſt to touch the ſkin itſelf; and in 
length, as ſhort as poſlible. This 
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This incifion is gently touched with 
the flat fide of the infected lancet. _ - 
= The operation ſhould be performed in 
both arms. Neither bandage, plaſter, or 
covering, is to be applied. 

The matter ſhould be taken during the 
1 eruptive fever; and it ſeems indifferent 
W whether it be from a patient who has the 
natural ſmall-pox, or by inoculation.

Should the wounds not anſwer the de- 
ſcription given, but remain pale and flat

the eyes, thirſt and anxiety, oppreſſion 
of the præcordia, frequent ſighing, dith- 
cult reſpiration, and bilious vomitings; 
the pulſe is quick, high, ſoft, and throb- 
bing; never hard. In ſome it is quick 
and flow. 

Bleeding freely is 3 . 
ſary, and that muſt be proportioned to

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The Leproſy of the Greeks is a diſeaſe 
much more known in hot countries than 
in our parts; and is very deſperate and 
deplorable in its effects, and not eaftly 
to be thoroughly eradicated. It appears in 
dry ſcurfy ſcales and ſcabs, and is deeper 
Tooted in the ſkin than that of the Ara- 
bians. It is attended with great itching, 
and often deſtroys not only the cuticle, 
but even the excretory veſſels and ſur- 
face of the ſkin itſelf, and diſcharges a 
thickiſh ſort of liquor, which forms itfelf 
into cruſts and ſcales, which is the pa- 
thognomonic of this moſt hideous diſeaſe. 
The diet here ſhould be very ſparing, 
light, and eaſy; the body be kept lax; 
and, frequently, uſe made of warm baths, 
in which the emollient + may be 
boiled.

HE ſcurvy is a diſeaſe ariſing frons 
an alteration in the blood, pro- 

ducing ſpots on the ſkin, and many 

ſymptoms indicating a putrid diſſolution 
of the fluids. It is attended with weari- 
neſs, heavineſs, liſtleſſneſs, and diſincli- 
nation to ae or ſtir about; difficulty 
of breathing, putrid gums, offenſive 
breath, ſallow countenance ; frequent 
hemorrhages from the noſe and gums, 
falling away of the legs, livid ſpots, 
| with a copperiſh colour, and many other 
ſymptoms of the hypochondriac kind. 

The true Lean ſeldom appears at 
land. 

The diet ſhould, in general, be light 
and of eaſy digeſtion, conſiſting of a due 
degree of animal and vegetable ſubſtan- 

ces, with 1 acid ſummer fruits, to 
Which joined red wine, cyder, 
Rheniſh, an N in moderation. 

Next to this, ſpruce-beer is of 
great uſe; and if that cannot be eaſily | 

obtained, 
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obtained, deal-ſhavings may be uſed, and 
made as follows: Take twelve gallons 
of water, and put therein three pounds 
and a half of black ſpruce, and boil it for 
three hours; then put to the liquor 
ſeven pounds of molaſſes, juſt boil it up, 
train it through a fieve when milk-_ 
warm, put to it about four ſpoonfulls of 
yealt to work it; it ſoon becomes fit for 
bottling, perhaps in five or ſix days. If 
the ſpruce or fir-tops and bark cannot be 


haad, the Chio or Straſburg turpentine | 


may be advantageouſly uſed ; mix it 
with a mucilage of gum Arabic, and 
gradually add water ſufficient to im- 
pregnate the whole; to a part of which 
put brown ſugar or molaſſes, and when 
the whole is a little warm add a ſmall 
Portion of yeaſt to cauſe a , 
as above. | 
It may be well worth trial to carry 
pump or ſpring water on board the ſhips

be beſt preſerved in glaſs bottles, or ſtone

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or earthen jars made ſweet and clean, 
and well ſtopt. 
An attention to theſe hints will do 
great honour to Adminiſtration, and re- 
cord their humanity more than by con- 
quering a new world. 
The trial is eaſy, and not expoidies') - 
it may be aſcertained preſently ; and 
how muſt it gladden the heart of that 


man who contributes in any degree to 


the comfort and preſervation of man- _ 
kind! but more eſpecially to the Britiſh” 2 
ſailors. 
Exerciſe and tranquility of mind are 
alſo of great advantage. 
In the beginning gentle purges will be 
proper, ſuch as infuſ. ſenæ, crem. tartar. 
manna, Scarborough waters, and a long 
continued uſe of the ſcorbutic juices, 
with whey. Oranges and ripe fruits are 
very advantageouſly given in the ſea - 
ſcurvy. A rob made of lemon juice will 
keep for years, and is of the utmoſt con-

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eaſed daily, tends much to prevent the 
bad effects of fœtid proviſions and bad 
air. The former has, in my opinion, the 
greateſt ſhare in producing the ſcurvy ;

eaſily come at, it is amazing there is not 
an immediate order for a trial being 
made; it would ſuperſede that ex-

ous ſhapes, and 1s attended with 

a variety of ſymptoms. which denote the 
animal and vital functions to be greatly 
diſordered. It is often owing to a lax 
tender habit, obſtructions of the menſes 
fluor — 
In the fit the patient is ſeized with 2 
ſtrangulation, quick and difficult breath- 
ing, ſo as to endanger ſuffocation, lof 
of ſpeech, and all ſenſe of motion, 
Theſe, with the train of hypochondriac 
Tymptoms, may be ſafficient to determine 
the diſeaſe: to which may be added, 
frequent laughing and crying, various 
wild irregular actions: after which a ge- 


neral ſoreneſs over all the body is felt; 


the ſpirits are Tow; the feet are cold. 
The hyſteric fit may be eaſily diſtinguiſh- 
ed from a ſyncope; for in this the pulſe 
and reſpiration are entirely ſtopped; in 
that they are both perceivable. A ſyn- 
cope ſeizes the Patient at once, without 


any 
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any previous notice; but the hyſteric paſ- 
ſion is preceded by ſymptoms which de- 
note the approach of the diſorder: the 
face is paler in the ſyncope; but women 
in hyſteric fits have a high color in their 
face very frequently; moreover, in the 
firſt the fit is ſhort, and ſoon determined; 
but in the latter it may, ſometimes, laſt 
two or three days. This diſtemper is 
ſeldom fatal, though it often conti- 
| mes for a conſiderable time, and may, 
very properly, be called a chronical one, 
A light animal food, red wine, chear- 
ful company, and a good clear air, with 
moderate exerciſe, are of great impor- 
tance in this diſorder. Drinking tea, 
c. ſhould by no means be indulged. 
The cure conſiſts in whatever tends to 
t; I frengthen the ſolids, and the whole ha- 
qd, bit in general; and nothing will effect 
h- this more ſucceſsfully than a long conti- 
ed uſe of mineral chalybeat waters 
and riding on horſeback, frictions and 
lgatures, &c.
